The origin of Anthony Sayer has not yet been discovered, but it is possible 
that he came from the family of Sayer of St. Michael Penkivel, co. Cornwall. 
An Anthony Sayer was buried there 27th October 1597, being the son of 
Richard Sayer of St. Michael Penkivel, M.P. for St. Mawes 1597-8. The 
Arms of the family were, ‘Or on a bend cotised sable three golden cinquefoils.’ 
Anthony Sayer first came into prominence when at the Goose and Gridiron 
I’avern he was elected First Grand Master of English Freemasons on St. John 
the Baptist’s Day, 24th June 1717. lie was a member of the old Lodge at the 
Apple Tree, No. 3, of which he was Warden in 1723. On the 24th June 1718 
he was succeeded as Grand Master by George Payne. He was Senior Grand 
Warden in 1719, but subsequently had reverses of fortune, so that when he died 
he was Tyler of what is now the Old King’s Arms Lodge No. 28. He was 
buried at St. Paul’s, Covent Garden, London, 5th January 174 1-2.

of Hart Hall 1712; D.C.L. 1718; F.R.S. 1714; Chaplain to the Duke of 
Chandos, and to Frederick, Prince of Wales, whom he initiated into Free- 
masonry at His Royal Highness’ Palace of Kew in 1737. Published many works 
on Physics, Astronomy and Mechanics, also The Contributions oj the Freemasons 
1732; died 29th February 1744.

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Portrait of Charles, 2nd Duke of Richmond and

Grand Master of Grand Lodge of England 1724. Born i8th May 1701 ; 
M.P. for Chichester 1723; F.R.S. 1724; K.B. 1725; K.G. 1726; created 
M.D. of Cambridge and Fellow of Royal College of Physicians 1728; Due 
d’Aubigny in France; Privy Councillor 1735; Master of the Horse 1735-50; 
President of the Society of Antiquaries 1750; died, aged 49, 8th August 1750, 
and buried in Chichester Cathedral. 


The Portrait (5o"x4o") was painted in 1724 by Jonathan Richardson 
(1665-1745). His Grace is wearing a red velvet coat with white satin waist- 
coat, and Ribbon and Star of the Garter. 


1 The Duke married at The Hague 4th December 1719, Sarah, 1st daughter and coheir of 
William, Earl Cadogan, She was then aged 13, but they did not cohabit until 1722. It is said that 
the marriage was contracted to settle a gambling debt between their parents. Lord Hervey says of him, 
in his Memoirs'. ‘There never lived a man of a more amiable composition; he was friendly, benevolent, 
generous, honourable and thoroughly noble in his ways of acting and talking and thinking.’

Prince of Wales, K.G.^ 

First Royal Initiate into Freemasonry, 5th November 1737, and Past 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England; born at Hanover 20th January 
1707; and died vita patris 20th March 1750-1. 


The Portrait (52"x48") in Garter robes, and contemporary carved frame, 
was painted in 1737 by Charles Philips (1707-47) and presented by His 
Royal Highness to his physician Dr. Holling, who bequeathed it to his daughter

1 Prince Fretlerick Lewis was created Duke of Gloucester loth January 1717-18; K.G. 1716; 
Duke of Edenburgh (sic) 26th July 1726; became Duke of Cornwall and Duke of Rothesay i ith June 
1 7 27, on succession of his father to the throne as George 1 1 ; created Prince of Wales and Earl of Chester 
Stli January 1728-9; married 27th April 1736 Augusta, daughter of Friedrich II, Duke of Saxe 
Coburg Gotha; having quarrelled with his father, both he and his wife were expelled from St. James’ 
Palace on loth September 1737, and went to reside at the Palace of Kew. 
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Portrait of Sir James Thornhill of Thornhill, co. Dorset 


Born at Melcombe Regis, co. Dorset, in 1675; became a pupil of Thomas 
Highmore (d. 1720) the King’s Sergeant Painter, whom he succeeded in that 
office in March 1719-20, being knighted on 2nd May 1720; M.P. for Melcombe 
Regis 1722-4. Executed paintings in the Dome of St. Paul’s Cathedral, in 
Greenwich Hospital, and at Blenheim Palace, Easton Neston Hall, Chatsworth 
House, etc.; became Senior Grand Warden of England 27th December 1728, 
and died at Thornhill 13th May 1734. The Artist, William Hogarth, was 
clandestinely married at Old Paddington Church 23rd March 1729-30 to Sir 
James’ only daughter, Jane, and subsequently painted her as ‘Sigismunda’ in 
1761. 


The Portrait (32"x 26") is attributed to his son-in-law, William Hogarth^ 
(1697-1764), Sergeant Painter to King George II, and famous Artist and 
Engraver. Sir James Thornhill is wearing a grey cloth coat, buff silk waistcoat 
and a lace jabot. His Masonic collarette is of pale blue with silver badge, and 
his apron has a pale blue flap, cord and tassels and edging. 


1 Lord Harewood, Pro Grand Master, has pointed out the introduction of Masonic symbolism 
in the window and shadows of this portrait, notably the square of the window, tiic triangle on the 
canvas and the tessellated pavement. This was very characteristic of Hogarth. 
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Portrait said to be of Sir Christopher Wren (1632-1723) ^ 


He is reputed to have been initiated as a Freemason at St. Paul’s Church 
on 1 8th May 1651, to have been appointed Grand Warden by the Earl of St. 
Albans about 1663, and Deputy Grand Master by Earl Rivers in 1666, becoming 
Grand Master in 1685 and again in 1698. William Preston, Laurence Dermott, 
and other Masonic Historians all tell this story. He is also said to have presented 
three mahogany candlesticks and the mallet with which the King laid the 
Foundation Stone of St. Paul’s Cathedral to the old Lodge of St. Paul, now the 
Lodge of Antiquity; — of all these statements there is no definite proof, and it 
remains a matter of doubt as to whether Sir Christopher ever became a Speculative 
Mason, a contrary view being definitely given by Robert Frcke Gould in his 
History oj Freemasonry. 


The Portrait (4o"x3ii") is attributed to Sir Godfrey Knellcr, Baronet 
(1646-1723), and was purchased by Lodge of Antiquity No. 2, on 12th March 
1788. The subject is wearing a black silk coat and grey waistcoat, with a green 
silk cloak thrown over his left arm. 


^ The portrait is quite unlike any other of Sir Christoplier Wren, including the well-known one 
by Knellcr, and the Historian of the Lodge of Antiquity, the late Captain C. W. Firebracc, appears 
to have had some doubts of its authenticity. It is also quite unlike the portrait of his son, Christopher 
Wren, who was himself Master of the Lodge of Antiquity in 1729. (See illustration at page 92.)

W.M. Britannic Lodge No. 75, 1730 (now No. 33); Grand Steward 1732; 
(3rd son of Thomas Pitt,^ M.P. for Blandford, co. Dorset; Governor of Fort 
St. George, East Indies, and subsequently, in 1716, of Jamaica, and younger 
brother of Thomas, ist Earl of Londonderry). John Pitt was appointed Cornet 
in Lord Berkeley’s Regiment of Horse 15th February 1693 and Lieutenant 
27th March 1699; fought at Blenheim, Oudenarde and Malplaquet; Captain- 
Lieutenant 24th August 1707; Captain in Pepper’s Dragoons ist March 1714-1 
exchanged to Colonel Thomas Pitt’s Regiment of Horse 20th January 1716; 
Captain and Lieut.-Coloncl ist Foot Guards 5th June 17 ^ 7 * Aid e-de -Camp 
to George I 24th October 1719; Governor of Bermuda 1718-37; M.P. for 
Hindon, Camelford and Old Sarum; married 4th April 1721, Mary, eldest 
daughter of Thomas, 3rd Viscount Fauconberg; died 9th February 1744. 


The Portrait (36"x 24") is in contemporary carved frame. Colonel Pitt is 
wearing a brown cloth coat, a red collar ribbon with Hogarth jewel, and a red 
bordered apron as Grand Steward. His right hand, in a white gauntlet, is 
holding a gavel of unusual shape, while on the table are a square, level and 
plumb-rule. 


^ Thomas Pitt was the owner of the celebrated Pitt Diamond, 127 carat, which he purchased 
at Fort St. George in 1701 for ^^20,400, and which he subsequently sold in 1717 to the Duke of 
Orleans, Regent of France, for Louis XV, the purchase price being ,£135,000. It was about the size 
of a pigeon’s egg. It was stolen during the Revolution, but was recovered and set in the handle of the 
first Napoleon’s sword, being then called the Regent Diamond. 
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Portrait of Robert Edward, 9th Lord Petre of Writtle ^ 

Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England 1772-6. Born 1742; 
died in Park Lane, Middlesex, 2nd July 1801, and buried at Ingatestone, co. 
Essex.

^ LorI Pftre laid the foundation stone of the first Freemasons’ Hall in London on ist May I 775 > 
and dedicated the new building 26th May 1776, having personally subscribed ^^325 to the Building Fund. 
He was initiated into Freemasonry in the Lodge of Friendship No. 3, 13th March 1771.

Son of William Preston of Edinburgh, W.S. (died in 1751). He was born 
in Edinburgh 28th July 1742. He was educated at Edinburgh University, came 
to London in 1760, and subsequently became a partner of Andrew Strahan, 
the King’s Printer. In 1763 be joined Lodge No. 111 of the Antients, which 
subsequently transferred to the Grand Lodge of the Moderns and became 
Caledonian Lodge No. 325. On 15th June 1774 he was elected a member and 
Master of Lodge of Antiquity No. i, and was for some time Deputy Secretary 
of Grand Lodge. He produced the first edition of his Illustrations oj Masonry 
in 1772, and it ran subsequently into many editions, the last published in 1861. 
He died at Dean Street, Fetter Lane, London, ist April, and was buried in St. 
Paul’s churchyard loth April 1818. By his Will he left a sum of >^3°° consols 
as an endowment for the annual delivery of the Prestonian Lecture.

^ Sir Ralph Abercromby was noted for his care for the welfare of his men. When badly wounded 
at Alexandria he was carried to H.M.S. Foudroyant, * What is it you have placed under my head ? ’ he 
asked. ‘Only a soldier’s blanket,’ replied his A.D.C., afterw^ards General Sir John Macdonald. ‘Only 
a soldier’s blanket! Make haste and return it to him at once.’ He was extremely short-sighted, in fact 
almost blind, and had greatly to depend on others for his sight. T'he singular sweetness and purity of his 
domestic life made all who came across him acknowledgt: the cliarm of his society. 

^ It is said that Arthur, ist Viscount Doneraile, used to hold his Lodge meetings in his dining-room, 
out of which the library, which had no other exit, opened. His daughter, Elizabeth St. Legcr, happened 
one day to be in the library at the time that the Lodge met in the next room. In her nervousness at 
her predicament she dropped a book, when she was discovered, and on being brought out was at once 
initiated by her father as a Freemason.

1765 his portrait is shown with 
a cap of Liberty, while on the other side are portraits of his four friends: John Armstrong (1709-79), 
Poet and Physician; Thomas Brewster (b. 1705), Translator and Physician; I'homas Potter (1718-

This engraving, one of a scries of four, ‘Morning,’ ‘Noon,’ ‘Evening* 
and ‘Night,’ depicts a scene outside the Rummer and Grapes Tavern, 
Channel Row, Westminster, and was published by William Hogarth on 
25th March 173B. It shows the Worshipful Master of a Lodge, dis- 
tinguished by his collar, jewel and apron, being assisted home by the 
Lodge Tyler, identifiable by his sword and apron and key. 

The Worshipful Master is said to represent Thomas dc Veil, then Chief 
Magistrate of London, who was an enemy of Hogarth, hence his desire 
to pillory him for ever in the print. Thomas de Veil was subseejucntly 
knighted at St. James’, 13th March 1743-4, on the ‘presentation to the 
King of an address from the justices of the peace for the liberty of the 
Tower of London and precincts thereof on the threatened invasion of 
the Pretender’s son.’ The Rummer and Grapes Tavern was from 1717 
to 1723 the meeting place of No. 4 (T.I.) Lodge.

^ This satirical print, described by the artist as ‘A Geometrical View of the Grand Procession of 
the Scald Miserable Masons, Design’d as they were Drawn up over against Somerset House in the 
Strand, on the twenty-seventh of April, An^ 1742,’ commemorates one of those mock processions 
which so strongly characterised the manners of the period. It was customary for the Graml Lodge 
to hold an annual public procession in March, and it appears that this suggested the idea of ridiculing 
the Craft by copying one of its own institutions. I'hus, in 1741, a quaintly dressed rabble paraded 
on the same day as the Masons held thc‘ir annual meeting, and, according to tin* London Dat/y Post of 
March 20th, ‘They stayed without Temple Bar until the Masons came by, and paid their compliments 
to them, who returned the same with an agreeable Jiumour that possibly disappointed the witty Contriver 
of this Mock-scene whose misfortune is, that though he has some Wit his subjects are generally so ill- 
chosen, that he loses by it as many friends as other people of more Judgement gain.’ 

I'here is little doubt that the ‘Witty C.''ontriver’ was Ksquire Carey, reputed to have been Surgeon 
to Frederick, Prince of Wales; but it is difficult to realise how a man who was himself a Freemason, 
and who had been publicly thanked the previous year for his services as a Grand Steward, should have 
been guilty of such an attack on the Craft, particularly as his Royal Master was ProtC‘Ctor of the Order. 
Nor was it to his advantage that his fellow organiser was Paul Wliitehead (1710-74), who was never 
a Freemason, but later attained unenviable notoriety as the paid Secretar)’ and Steward of Medmenham 
Abbey, being pilloried by Churchill in the scathing couplet: 

‘May I (can worse disgrace on manhood fall?) 

Be born a Whitehead and baptised a Paul!’ 

There is ample ground for believing, however, that Carey was summarily dismissed by the Prince and 
ruined from that time forward. 

The procession commemorated by the above print was actually a copy of the original of 1741, 
held in the following year, though the identity of those responsible is not known. 'Lhe ultimate result 
was the cessation altogether of the annual public processions held by the Grand Lodge. 

* William Combe was born at Bristol in 1741 and educated at Eton and Oxford. He was tall 
and handsome, and an elegant scholar. He lived in princely style, and was generally called ‘Count 
Combe.’ Unfortunately he became greatly embarrassed by debt, and is said to have been successively 
a private soldier in the French army, a waiter at Swansea, a teacher of elocution, and a cook at Douai 
College. He returned to England about 1771, and then tried authorship as a profession, his works 
being very numerous ; he died, aged eighty-one, 19th June 1823.
